The Butterfields made a six- 
week trip to Anchorage last 
year and found motels and res­ 
taurant meals prohibitively ex­ 
pensive. Mrs. Butterfield re­ 
ported that a one-room apart­ 
ment rents for $125 a month 
and costs from $45 to $85 a 
month to heat.

Hence, the purchase of a 21- 
foot trailer for the two-year 
trip, both as an economy meas­ 
ure and to provide living quar­ 
ters in the many remote com­ 
munities in which they will 
work.
